DIMOOEATXO ABQUMIHT SIHPBOyXN. 

It is one of the rtock argnmenta of the opponents of a Republican 
protective tariff that we cannot hope to sell abroad unless we buy 
abroad. Our Democratic friends leave the inference, although they 
have not the hardihood to make the direct assertion, that our selliu? 
abroad will be in proportion to our buying abrad. Unless that is the 
natural ultimate conclusion of their argument it means nothing at all. 

This theory of foreign trade loses all its force when confronted 
by the facts sho^vn by the report of imports and exports of merchan- 
dise for the month of July and for the seven months of the present 
calendar > car ended ^rith July. This report shows, for instance, that 
in the seven moutlis period we increased our imports of foreign goods 
to the extent of nearly $200a)W,000. If the Deraoerats are right in 
their theory of the effect of heavy purchases abroad, our products 
should have found a large market abroad. The report shows, how- 
ever, that iusteaci 0 fincreasing our sales abroad there was a decrease 
of more than ;^7lX),000,000 in our exports for the seven months ended 
with July, as compared with the corresponding period in the previous 
year. 

The same state of affairs is seen when we consider particular 

countries. For example, during the .seven months period, we in- 
creased our pm-chases from the United Kingdom to the extent of $45,- 
000,000. Instead of enjoying a corresponding increase in our sales to 
the United Kingdom the report of foreign trade shows that in the 
seven months period, as compared with the corresponding period of 
the year before, our sales fell off $107,(XX),(iOO. 

A somewhat similar situation is shown in our trade with Ger- 
many. In the period above mentioned we increased our purchases 
from Germany to the extent of $lii,0tXt.000 but instead of finding a 
larger market in Germany for ^Vmericau goods our sales to Germany 
fell off to the extent of $37,000,000. 

Turning to South America, in which we hope to transact an in- 
creasing quantity of foreign business, we find the same 8tor>- told. 
We increased our purchases in South America $3,000,000 wliilc we 
decreased our sales to South America to the extent of $78,000,000. 

It is undoubtedly tme that the United States could not entirely 
discontinue purchases from foreign coimtries and continue indefinite- 
ly to sell to them. No one has . \ « r proposed tariff legislation whieh 
would result in the establishment of such a policy. No tariff law that 
was ever written by Bepublicans imposed rates of duty so high as to 
be prohibitive. All that a Republican tariff has ever undertaken to 
do was to impose a tax that woiJd equalize the differenee in the cost 
of production thus protecting the American producer from destruc- 
tive competition. 

AMien, therefore, the Democratic press and Democratic cam- 
paigners talk about our shutting off trade with other countries, they 
are discussing an issue that is not now, never has been, and never will 
be present. Moreover, when they make assertions which leave the 
inference that the more we buy abroad the more we can xpeet to sell 
abroad, they are advancing a thheory which is directly and con- 
clusively disproven by the facts. * 

JIBS 70B EVS£YBODY. 

The unemployment problem is with us no more. A year ago it was 
estimated there were 5,500,000 men looking for jobs. They have not 
all found work, but those who are willing to work and have not found 
the opportunity are not in evcess of our normal idle population. This 
result has been achieved in spite of the scores strikes engineered by 
designing labor bosses. The coal mines, the railroads, the textile 
mills, the shoe factories and many other industries have teen hard 
hit by the conspiracies of professional and unscrupulous agitators, 
but they have not only weather the storm but have actually given em. 
ploymcnt in the aggregate to upwards of 8,000,000 more individaals 
than were working at this time last year. 

Mr. Gompers shouts with glee that the fight to deflate wages has 
ended. Mr. Gompers began the fight himself when he secured from 
President ^Yilson u promissory note to the effect that the cost of liv- 
ing, would be reduced within ninety days.

will not occur. 

Manufacture Is on a satisfactory 
bnslB, excepting in so far ns pome n- 
ilii.strles have suffered from lack of 
coal and inadequate transportation fa- 
cilltlce. Crop yields are excellent for 
practically all crops except cotton, ac- 
cording to the Septeml)er estimates, 
and the forecast is for a cotton crop 
more than two million bales above 
that Of last year. Unemployment is 
praottcilly non-ealatant Retail and 
wholesale business la the United 
sutes durtag the autumn will ahow 
considerable expansion over that of 
the oorreapondlng period of 1S21. 

It must nevertheless be recognised 
that even though erops are large, dol- 
lar wheat, a considerable decline In 
the price of ho^a since the first ot 
June, and relatively low prices of 
other agricultural products have re- 
duced th epurchnsing power of the 
farmer. The situation is similar In re- 
spect to other Important >, lasses of raw 
materials. These coiuiilious and the 
fact that not far from million men 
were continuously out of work as a 
result of strikes during the greater 
part of the summer, are major factors 
which have effectively lilockod InHa- 
tlon at this time, fiuslness is being 
t>ooked for requirements of the Imme- 
diate future and forward buying Is 
cautious. Good buslneea is assured but 
it is not reasonable to expect a boom. 

Conditions abroad and the state of 
the exchanges are not anoh aa to en- 
conrage any Idea that there la to be 
any large Increase In European busi- 
ness in the near future. Exports from 
the United States to countries where 
general buslneea ahowa Improvement, 
such as Australia, the leading South 
American countries. Central America 
and the West Indies will probably in- 
crease somewhat but these countries 
are primarily dependent on conditions 
In the International market for raw 
materials, chiefly Hgrlcultural, and 
their Inhabitants are theroforo In a 
position differing In no important way 
from that of the .American farmer. 
Thoy will u'lquestlonably buy more 
freely than they bought last year but 
not extravagantly. 

It may well be that prices in some 
lines may contnue to tend upward as 
price and wage readjustment proceeds 
but any rapid general upward tenden- 
c> in the prices of goods ready for the 
ultimata consumer would be checked 
bywlUlngneas and Inability oa the part 
of purchasers throughout the world to 
folow up the market HannfBcturera 
and merchants will still find It ee- 
sentlal to pursue a policy of careful 
and economical operation, for the best 
prospect uf profits lies not in rapidly 
rising prices bu In operating efficiency 
and gradually expanding volume of 
business. 

The probable course of money rate.n 
during the next few months may be 
judged In connection w ith several fac- 
tors, namely, the degree of activity In 
general business, the course of govern- 
ment refunding operations, the amour.! 
of slack present in the lending capac- 
ity Q ftho Individual banks of the coun- 
try and the change in the effect of 
crop-moving requirements on the 
money situation by reason of the oper- 
ations of the Federal rese r ve system. 

One of the prime pnrpoees of the 
estabUshment of the Federal heserve 
system was to oreroome the seasonal 
stringency whIeh prior to that time 
hnd bee na eharaeteristlo of the money 
market of this eonaty. IbB abnormal 
business oondltloas whieh preriUled 
from the autumn of 1B14 until mid- 
summer of 1921 made It Impossible to 
Judge with any accuracy the probable 
effectiveness of the system In stabil- 
izing the money market through the 
crop-moving season. During the au- 
ttimn months of 1921 the dominant 
factor In the money market was the 
rapid liquidation of loans as a result 
of the general business readjustment 
then In progress. The current season 
Is the first since the passage of the 
Federal reserve act when the machin- 
ery then established has had the op- 
portunlyt to function under reason- 
ably normal conditions. It to never- 
theless noteworthy that although large 
crops were moved very rapidly during 
the tall months of IMl, the resultant 
demsad fOr money did not check the 
steady decline In mraey rates. 

Ob the basis of enrreat eondltions 
II nd the fhotors referred to above, 
there is no Justification for expelling 
any sharp change In money rates in 
the near future although such change 
as takes place la likely to be in the dl- 
rc( tlon of slightly higher rates.— Ka- 
tional Bank of Oommoroe la New York.
